Asserts That Germany Now 
Is Waging Economic War, 
Following Failure of Mili- 


tarism. 


David R. Francis, American Am- 
bassador to Russia, was welcomed 
back to St. Louis last night at a din- 
ner given in his honor at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association by the city 
administration, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Business Men’s 
Jeague. Practically all of the cor- 
porate and much of the commercial 
wealth of the city was represented 


by the 600 guests who had reserva- 
tions in the main dining room and 
approximately 100 who were accom- 
modated on the balcony. 

The Ambassador was cheered as 
he made his way to the speakers’ 
table, and in the course of the even- 
ing he was the subject of many com- 
pliments. and commendations by 
Chairman A. L. Shapleigh and oth- 
ers. Special music was played in his 
honor and a song composed for the 
occasion was sung by the St. Louis 
Overseas Quartet. He was referred 
to, just once, as “His Excellency,” 
and many times as “Our Dave,” 
which seemed to please him more. 

Warns Against Bolshevism. 

In an address lasting nearly two 
hours the ambassador gave a rather 
sketchy account of the start and 
progress of the Russian revolution, 


warned America against the spread | 


.of Bolshevism in this country, and 
urged that America go to the aid of 
Russia and enable it to establish a 
stable form of government. 

After introductory reference to 
his residence of more than 50 years 
in St. Louis he turned to present 


conditions in Europe and said of | equipped soldiers, to 


Germany: 


' “She has not laid down her arms. | 1913. 
She has laid down her guns, but her! months earlier than it did if

“T noticed in the papers within a 
few days that the German laborers 
are suing for a ten-hour day in- 
stead of an eight<hour day.

Begins Economic War. 

“Germany has just begun an eco- 
nomic war. 1 heard in Chicago 
within three days a president of a 
large manufacturing company in 
America say that he had recently 
contracted for two large shipments 
of steel from Germany. So, my 
friends, this economic war has just 
begun, and if you are not careful 
Germany will be as strong 10 years 
from now as she was at the begin- 
ning of this war.” ee 

Francis told of the starting of the 
Russian revolution March 8,. 1917. 
This, he said, “was attributed to a 
Suspicion on the part of the Russian 
people that the administration of the 
Czar, through the influence of the 
Czarina, was planning a separate 
‘peace with Germany.” 

Empress Indignant. 

He recounted how  Protopopoff, 
‘Minister of the Interior; on March 
12, submitted to the Czar two decrees 
which the Czar had promised to sign.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The is- 
sue in the nation-wide steel strike 
was defined yesterday by Samuel!

workers. 
President Gompers condemned un-

‘ Frisco Commuters Complain. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Considerable complaint among Frisco 
suburban passengers was again heard 
yesterday and Tuesday mornings about 
poor and inadequate service. Aside from 
generalities, I will mention two specific 
instances on those two mornings. 

Tuesday morning the train which ar- 
rives at Unién Station at 7:30, which 
comes from Oklahoma, but whch has 
been forced to do local work from Pa- 
cific in, since the improvements grudg- 
ingly granted by the Frisco this summer, 
was nearly half an hour late. It is sup- 
posed to pick up six coaches at Valley 
Park for the local service, and is followed 
on a 15-minute space by a Valley Park 
local, which has eight coaches. Instead 
of arranging a special to get the six idle 
coaches in from Valley Park, this 7:30 
train was practically annulled and the 
Valley Park local caried in its eight 
coaches its own regular passengers and 
those who ordinarily ride in the six 
coaches of the earlier train, some 800 pas- 
sengers in all. Do you blame us for com- 
plaining? 

Yesterday this Oklahoma train was 
again late, so the Valley Park train was 
gent in 15 minutes earlier, serving only 
the people who ordinarily ride the Okla- 
homa train, which finally left Valley Park

County and Rural Teachers. 
fo the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While you are talking teachers’ salary 
will you please include the county and 
especially the rural schol teacher's sal- 
ary? 

Who needs the raise in salary more 
than they? From a standpoint of work, 
the rural teacher has much more to do 
than the city teacher. She has all the 
grades to teach, making twenty-four 
classes each day. If she is not a good, 
strong teacher she can hardly accomplish 
all these in the required periods of 15 
and 20 minutes. The rural teacher has 
long distances to and from the school on 
the cars, some as long as two hours; 
then such long distances to walk after 
leaving the car. 

The requirements for a rural teacher 
are much greater than those in the city. 
Often a rural teacher has to spend her 
own money for devices to work with in 
order to do better work. 

She has to take an annual examina- 
tion, which is right that she should, be- 
cause it keeps one from getting in a rut, 
and to take all the educational periodi- 
cals, which is another excellent rule, as 
one can see and know all the most ad- 
vanced ideas; but with the small salary 
and the increased cost of cgr fare, how 
ean the rural teacher live off such a 
galary if the city teacher cannot live off 
hers? , 

Can you not help the rural] teacher as 
well as the city teacher? For the most 
part the rural teacher is just as efficient 
as the city teacher, then should not the 
rural teacher be compensated as ade- 
quately as the city teacher?

GOVERNMENT AT PROFITEER PRICES. 

The Abraham I. Elkus Commission, headed by an 
ex-Ambassador to Turkey, has just prepared an ¢x- 
haustive and remarkable report really providing for 
an entire reorganization of the government of the 
State of New York. 

Both the reason for its appointment and its finding 
have a special interest at this time. It was, in effect, 
a commission on retrenchment. High cost of govern- 
ment as well as high cost of individual maintenance 
had created difficult problems. An ever mounting 
total in State appropriations kept ahead of the re- 
ceipts from constantly increasing levies in regular 
taxation and a perennial and ingenious search for new 
forms of taxation. 

The commission, named to devise measures of re- 
lief, found that the people of the State of New York

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THE PRESIDENT’S ILLNESS. 

It is not surprising that the President’s campaign 
for the peace treaty ends in nervous exhaustion. The 
campaign was the ‘strenuous climax of exhausting 
lebors and strains from the beginning of his second 
term. The shaping of the peace treaty in Paris, with 
its tremendous strain on energy and vitality, was fol- 


were being supplied with government at profiteering 
prices. It found that no less than 187 departments, | 
boards and other official agencies were discharging | 
administrative and other duties, with overlapping of | 
jurisdiction, duplication and triplication of work and 
scattering of responsibility. For instance, it found 
that the State, in addition to maintaining an ex- 
pensive legal department, was paying for special legal 
counsel appointed by a large number of these depart- 
ments and boards. 

As the first and most important step to government 
at no more than its necessary and unavoidable cost, 
the commission recommends that these 187 depart- 
ments and agencies shall be reduced to 16. An inci- 
dental part of its finding would confer the benefits 
of the short ballot. It recommends that the elective 
officers be reduced to two—the Governor and a 
Comptroller of Finance. All other officers are to be 
appointed. The plan introduces the budget system, 
with executive veto power over every item and legis- 
lative authority to decrease but not increase amounts. 
If after the budget, embraced in a single measure, 
is passed, the Legislature desires to pass other ap- 
propriation bills, each bill must prescribe a new tax 
to defray the expense. The plan, of course, aims at 
the centered responsibility and simplified system 
distinctive of the new charters adopted by St. Louis 
and other cities. 

As long as the question of a new Constitution re- 
mains one of. the most important issues before the 
people of Missouri, all such proposed changes in the 
structure of State government will remain a matter 
of study and discussion in this State. Their most im- 
portant feature is that they tend to greater efficiency, 
being all the more desirable as giving a better qual- 
ity of government at lessened cost. Perhaps the prog- 
ress made in this direction in other states is not of 
general knowledge. Delaware has reduced 117 de- 
partments to 9; Nebraska, 82 to 16; Illinois, 105 to 9; 
Idaho consolidated a large number into 9. Unsatisfac- 
tory tax methods are not Missouri’s only problem. 
Because of legislative extravagance, independent in- 
stitutional boards, diffused responsibility, a great deal 
of our money is spent to no purpose. 

Does Missouri know that no less than 38 states 
now have that antidoté to legislative waste, the’ 
budget system? Does Congress know it? 
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From the packers’ ads, as we gather, it would be a 
serious mistake for the Government to interfere with 
their little hole-in-the-wall business. 
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ADVICE TO ARTISTS. 

Cartoonist Bob Minor, who has for the present 

dropped cartooning for the still more interesting 
work of painting the world red, advised young artists, 
at the Artists’ Guild meeting Thursday night, to fol- 
low his example if they wished to get in touch with 
reality. But he warned them that this ‘method of 
getting in touch with reality, at this crisis in the 
world’s affairs, would, be likely to land them in jail 
for indefinite periods. | 
Of ¢ourse, art is apt to become dull and spiritless 
unless artists keep in touch with reality. But if our 
young artists, or old ones either, are to jump into 
the job of painting the world red, a job which does 
not need their help, and by so doing become wander- 
ing soap-boxers and slingers of anarchistic red paint, 
with the probability of winding up in a penitentiary 
or being deported, will not art lose these artis's? The 
world crisis is so exacting upon those who wish to 
take a leading part in it that they are more likely to 
drop art, if that was their calling, than to try and 
keep at it and at the same time try to settle the po- 
litico-industrial problem which has come out of the 
world war. 
Artists big enough for the job might come out of 
it great artists. But how many are big enough? 
And we don’t want to see all our young artists take to 
the lecture platform. They are not needed there, and 
art cannot spare them. 
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The conference has failed, according to the news 
from London, and England is going to have a rail- 
road strike that will throw 600,000 men out of em- 
ployment. The other Entente nations, however, are 
not far behind England in this strike pastime, but 
Germany, it may be observed, is industriously back 
on the job. Germany lost the war, but with the aid 
of the Entente nations it looks as if she would win 
the war after the war. 
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SUFFERING CHILDREN OF EUROPE. 
Perhaps the saddest heritage of the world war is 
the multitude of children who are half starved, men- 
tally and physically. In devastated France there are 
thousands of such children. They are being restored 
to health as quickly as may be through the Govern- 
ment allowance to families and through private 
charitable activities. The American Committee for 
Devastated France is making a special appeal for 
funds to educate them. Schools have been opened 
in all sorts of temporary refuges—old Government bar- 
racks and huts left by the combatants. The commit- 
tee points out that while compulsory schooling in 
France ceases when a child reaches the age of 14, 
the boys and girls now at that age have no more 
schooling than they had four years ago. Children of 
10 have not yet learned to read and write. Babies 5 
years old think that war is the normal condition. 

And it will be a long, slow work to educate these 
children, thus stunted in body and mind. 

German-Austria is said to be in even a worse con- 
dition. The Vienna Children’s Milk Relief, a New 
York organization, points out that there are 100,000 
starving children in that once gay city. Children 
approaching their teens look not more than four or 
five years old; they have the famine pallor and their 
lips and mouths are bive. In German-Austria are 
300,000 such children, who must largely depend upon 
the money contributed by charitable persons in Amer- 


ica and other countries. 
Contributions for the French children may be sent

His campaign 
has been effective. It has clarified the moot points 
of the treaty, removed doubts in the public mind 
and given the people a comprehension of the League 
o* Nations as a peace League, designed and organized 
to prevent war and establish justice and liberty. 

The work, however, is not yet finished. The Senate 
debate on reservations and amendments is just be- 
ginning and the President's leadership is needed. It 
is hoped that rest will enable him to return quickly 
to his labors on the League and the serious domestic 
questions confronting the administration.

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THE HARVEST. 

Samuel Gompers may have indulged in some dra- 
matic, gestures in his appearance before the Senate 
committee investigating the steel strike, but his state- 
ment, explaining that the majority of the strikers 
are foreigners, that the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion had systematically imported foreign labor, can- 
not be disputed. 

It is equally true that little serious effort was made 
by that corporation to Americanize its foreign labor. 
Missionaries went into the steel towns, brave #omen 
for the most part, and fought a good fight, but their 
achievements were pitiful as compared with the 
ne@ds. An un-American working day and un-Ameri- 
can living conditions were the order of things in 
and around the steel mills, and, as Gompers says, 
“they have a harvest to reap now.” 

The steel strike, in the opinion of the Post-Dis- 
patch, is flladvised.

Thig list, so the packers say, is “ridiculously 
padded.” It contains “glaring duplications.” It is 
sadly misleading. What is worse, it was invented to 
deceive. 

Speaking for the packers, Swift & Co. tells in some 
detail about the modest business it transacts. So far 
from Behemothic, it might be called a tender infant 
industry. Meats and the by-products of meats, but- 
ter, eggs, cheese, poultry, canned goods, lard substi- 
tutes, dried and salt fish—those comprise the stock 
on the shelves of Swift & Co.’s demure shop. And 
even in those few lines Swift & Co. purveys only a 
negligible quantity. There are four other firms in the 
business. 

But bitterly unfair as the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion’s attack is, it is not of the injustice done them 
that the packers specially complain. It is the conse- 
quence of such malicious reports which they deplore.
